DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method (flow chart 
or flow diagram) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Claim Objections 

2. Claims 2-5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The subject 
matter of claim 1 is a press. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant requires to shown flow diagram or 
flow chart for the claimed method. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-12 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over DE (DE 28 01 326 A1 , cited art by the applicant). 

Regarding claims 1-6 and 12, DE discloses all the structure limitation of the press 

and device as shown in figure 3, 
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a pulse train signal derived from a rotation speed sensor mounted 
on the rotating body. The time is measured between the last pulse edge in 
the preceding reference time interval and the last pulse edge in the current reference 
time interval. The rotation speed is derived from the measured time interval. The 
number of speed measurement reference time intervals during which no pulse edges 
occur can be counted and the wheel speed set to null when the number of such 
intervals exceeds a defined threshold value, except of having shaft fracture monitoring 
for a press. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the 
structure of DE in the claimed application for monitoring shaft fracture monitoring, 
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further the claims are limited by and defined by the recited method, the determination of 
patentability of the product is based on the product itself, and does not depend on its 
method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or 
obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior 
product was made by a different process. In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 
1985). 

Regarding claims 7-1 1 , already modified structure of DE inherently possesses 
the method for failsafe monitoring of the rotational movement of the shaft. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Moffat, Fennel and JP 6-122007 disclose related art.
